whole people, who bearthcbur- 
dens of the Government, and 
manifestly furnishes undue 
facilities for tho enlargement of 
great' private estates— a policy 
which a Govern merit of the peo- 
ple cannot justly or safely en- 
courage by any form of favorit- 
ism in legislation."

The 
other is nearer the western limits 
and not far distanct from the Potomac 
river. 

There are many things to see here, 
and the people are eonatantly seeing 
them.
